may  not  oil  his  own  authority 
refuse  to  spend  money 
appropriated  by  Congress.  He 
must  file  a  report 
recommending  cutoffs  and  can 
temporarily  halt  spending,  but 
unless  Congress  backs  his 
recommendation  within  45 
days,  the  funds  are  released. 

When  the  President  merely 
proposes  to  postpone 
spending,  the  postponement 
holds  unless  Congress  vetoes  it. 

Holding  close  to  the 
administration  line  that 
reductions  in  government 
spending  are  a  major  element 
in  fighting  inflation,  Ash  told 
the  committee  there  is  only 
about  $15  billion  in  the  $305 
billion  spending  budget  that  is 
fully  controllable  and  subject 
to  reduction. 

Accordingly,  he  said,  no  one 
big  cut  can  be  made  and 
economies  must  be  sought  all 
along  the  line. 

Several  committee  members 
pressed  Ash  for  instances  to 
back  what  the  administration 
contends  are  threats  to  the 
budget  because  of  high 
spending  by  Congress. 

He  contended  there  have 


been  congressional  reductions 
in  estimates  of  amounts  that 
would  be  spent  under  existing 
programs,  but  at  the  same  time 
new  programs  would  be 
written  that  would  require 
spending  -  and  therefore 
supplemental  appropriations 
later. 

The  pending  trade  bill,  Ash 
said,  carries  a  provision  for 
readjustment  benefits  to  U.S. 
workers  disadvantaged  by 
imports.  He  said  this  could 
cost  $600  million  in  a  year. 

Several  more  hundreds  of 
millions  of  dollars  spending 
over  the  budget  might  result 
from  pending  veterans’ 
education  legislation,  he 
added. 

Ash  said  that  action  now 
under  way  on  the  defense 
appropriations  bill  would 
appear  to  reduce  spending 
$1.7  billion  below  the  budget. 

“Further  cuts  in  defense 
spending  are  unwarranted 
.  .  .  ,”  Ash  said. 

Earlier,  in  an  interview,  Ash 
said  President  Ford  wants  “a 
majority  view”  from  congress 
on  where  the  budget  ax  should 
fall. 


CIA  in  Chile 


not  subversive,

WASHINGTON  (AP)  - 
Secretary  of  State  Henry  A. 
Kissinger  said  Thursday  that 
CIA  covert  activity  in  Chile 
was  intended  to  prevent 
establishment  of  one-party 
government  by  a  minority 
president. 

It  was  not  intended  to 
subvert  the

President  Salvador  Allende, 
but  to  keep  opposition 
political  parties  alive, 
Kissinger  said. 

“Our  concern  was  the 
election  of  1976  and  not  at  all 
about  the  coup  that  occurred 
in  1973,”  Kissinger  told  the 
Senate  Foreign  Relations 
Committee. 

President  Ford  met  at  the 
White  House  with  nine 
congressional  leaders  to  discuss 
CIA  covert  operations.  House 
Speaker  Carl  Albert  said  the 
briefing  was  limited  generally 
to  the  a  d  ministration’s 
justification  of  CIA  activities 
in  Chile. 

However,  a  White  House 
-spokesman,  Deputy  Press 
Secretary  John  Hushen,  said 
Ford  and  Kissinger  briefed  the 
leaders  on  the  full  scope  of 
clandestine  CIA  operations. 

Kissinger  said  later  that  the 
President  and  the  executive 
branch  are  prepared  to  work 
out  new  procedures  for 
accountability  to  Congress,  if 
the  congressional  leaders  feel 
that  existing  procedures  are 
not  adequate. 

At  the  same  time,  Sen. 
Lowell  P.  Weicker  R-Conn., 
and  Howard  H.  Baker, 
R-Tenn.,  announced  their 
introduction  of  a  bill  to  form  a 
Senate-House  committee  to 
control  more  tightly  activities 
of  the  CIA  and  other 
intelligence  agencies. 

Sen.  Frank  Church,  D-Idaho, 


raised  the  CIA-Chile  issue 
while  Kissinger  was  testifying 
on  the  U.S.  policy  of 
“detente”  with  the  Soviet 
Union. 

Church  referred  to  published 
reports  of  secret  testimony  by 
CIA  Director  William  E.  Colby 
to  a  House  committee  in  April 
that  the  Central  Intelligence 
Agency  was  authorized  to 
spend  up  to  $8  million 
Between  1970  and  1973  to 
make  it  impossible  for  Allende 
to  govern  in  Chile. 

Kissinger  said  he  had  not 
read  the  transcript  of  the 
Colby  testimony  but  had  been 
informed  by  the  CIA  director 
that  he  did  not  use  the  words 
“destabilizing”  and 
“subverting”  as  descriptive  of 
CIA  activities  in  Chile. 

Kissinger  said  the  Marxist 
Allende  was  the  leading 
candidate  by  a  one  per  cent 
margin  in  the  popular  election 
of  1970  in  Chile,  but  received 
only  37  per  cent  of  the  total 
popular  vote.  He  subsequently 
was  elected  by  the  Chilean 
Congress. 

Even  though  63  per  cent  of 
the  Chilean  people  did  not 
vote  for  Allend,  Kissinger  said 
that  after  the  election  Allende 
“set  about  to  establish  what 
appeared  to  be  a  one-party 
government.” 

Kissinger  said  the  United 
States  has  conducted  various 
covert  operations  in  the 
post-war  period. 

Whether  the  United  States 
should  engage  in  such  activity 
“could  be  a  matter  of  debate,” 
Kissinger  said.  But  he  said  the 
operations  were  “all  developed 
by  well  established 
procedure-sin  to  government,” 
approved  by  the  President,  and 
reported  to  the  appropriate 
officials  of  Congress.

Historian

He  was  formerly  the 
American  history  editor  of  the

Among  his  works  as  an 
author  is  the  three-volume 
work,  “The  Americans,”  a 
product  of  two  decades  of 
research  and  writing.

Greenspan 
inflation  talk 
gets  boos

WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  The 
new  chairman  of  President 
Ford’s  Council  of  Economic 
Advisers  suggested  Thursday 
that  inflation  was  hurting  Wall 
Street  brokers  portionately 
more  than  the  nation’s  poor. 

The  statement  by  Alan 
Greenspan  drew  jeers  and  boos 
from  many  of  the  180 
delegates  to  a  government- 
summit  conference  on  health, 
education  and  welfare 
inflation. 

There  were  few  positive 
solutions  to  inflation  offered 
at  the  conference. 

Greenspan  was  asked  by 
trade  unionists  in  the  audience 
whether  the  Ford 
administration  wasn’t  making 
the  poor  suffer  “a  bit  more” 
to  make  life  easier  for 
manufacturers  and  the  upper 
class. 

“Everybody  is  hurt  by 
inflation,”  Greesnpan 
declared. 

“If  you  really  want  to 
examine  who,  percentage-wise, 
is  really  hurt  the  most  in  these 
incomes,  it’s  Wall  Street 
brokers,”  he  said.  “I  mean, 
their  incomes  have  gone  down 
the  most.” 

Many  of  the  delegates 
jumped  to  their  feet  in  the 
Department  of  Health, 
Education  and  Welfare 
auditorium,  voicing  catcalls, 
boos,  jeers  and  hisses. 


New  Y  bronze  cougar 
in  position  near  stadium

After  nine  years  and  a  trip 
to  Italy,  a  new  2,000  lb. 
bronze  cougar  found  a 
permanent  home  atop  the  rock 
pylon  in  front  of  Cougar 
Stadium  Wednesday. 

The  12-foot  statue,  a 
creation  of  Mormon  sculptors 
Avard  and  Justin  Fairbanks, 
father  and  son,  is  a  donation 
of  the  BYU  Classes  of  1965 
and  1969.  The  Fairbanks  were 
commissioned  to  do  the  work 
in  1965. 

The  new  cougar  replaces  a 
plaster  model  displayed  on  the 
pylon  since  1965,  by  Dr. 
Fairbanks  and  his  son.  Because 
the  university  wanted  the  first 
statue  in  a  hurry,  it  was  done 
in  plaster,  according  to  Dr. 
Fairbanks. 


Due  to  complications,  with 
both  funds  and  availability  of 
facilities  to  cast  the  brorize 
statue,  it  has  taken  nine  years 
to  complete  the  cougar  and 
mount  it  in  its  place. 

After  several  attempts  to 
have  the  casting  done  for  the 
statue  in  the  U.S.,  a  small 
model  of  the  statue  was  taken 
to  Italy.  There  the  12-foot 
statue  was  cast  in  bronze  by  U. 
Luisi-Eredi  of  Pietrasanta. 

Dr.  Fairbanks,  a  native  of 
Provo,  has  been  described  as 
“America’s  most  distinguished 
contemporary  sculptor.”  He 
holds  the  title  of 
sculptor-in-residence  at  the 
University  of  North  Dakota 
and  is  the  sculptor  of  the 
Angel  Moroni  on  the  center 
spire  of  the  Washington 
Temple. 


Some  of  his  other  famous 
works  include  a  statue  of 
Abraham  Lincoln  which  stands 
in  Lincoln  Square,  Chicago;  his 
monument  commemorating 
the  Pony  Express,  Lake  Tahoe; 
and  a  statue,  “Motherhood,” 
which  is  the  annual  award  to 
the  American  Mother  of  the 
Year. 

His  son  Justin  is  presently 
the  head  of  art  at  the  College 
of  Eastern  Arizona  in 
T  atcher.  He  was  Dr. 
Fairbank’s  assistant  at  the 
University  of  Utah  when  the 
cougar  statue  was 
commissioned. 

Dr.  Fairbanks  said  he  found 
the  finished  statue  “very 
satisfactory.”  “The  work  has 
been  beautiful,”  he  said.  “The 
important  thing  is  that  it 
catches  the  spirit  of  the 
cougar.”  " '

Clements  explained  that 
inside  each  control  box  is  a 
clock  motor  which  turns  a 
circular  cam  with  a  notch  on 
it.  As  the  cam  rotates,  it 
simultaneously  controls  the 
lights. 

According  to  Clements,  the 
light  will  remain  green  for 
oncoming  traffic  and  red  for 
pedestrians  indefinitely.  Only 
when  someone  pushes  one  of 
the  buttons  located  on  the 
control  box  will  the  lights 
change. 

When  a  pedestrian  pushes 
the  button,  the  notch  in  the 
cam  rotates  until  it  comes 
back  to  a  device  called  the 
contact  activator,  Clements 
said.  When  the  notch  reaches 
the  activator,  the  light 
automatically  changes. 

Clements  said  the  40-second 
delay  in  waiting  for  the  light 
to  change  is  the  maximum 
time  a  person  will  have  to  wait 
after  he  has  pushed  the 
button.

“My  music  belongs  to  all 
people,  and  what  better  way 
to  give  it  than  outside,  on  the 
street,”  said  Vincent  Taylor  as 
he  stood  in  front  of  a  sparkling 
steel  drum  on  a  New  York 
avenue. 

He  strained,  stretched  and 
gyrated  his  way  through  a 
difficult  but  melodious  chord, 
as  curious  onlookers  oohed 
and  ahhed  at  the  tinkling 
music  he  produced  from  the 
drum. 

Taylor,  29-year-old  native  of 
Trinidad,  is  one  of  a  growing 

performing  on  city  streets 
across  the  nation. 

Their  reasons  for  being  on 
the  sidewalks  are  as  varied  as 
their  acts:  chamber  music 
trios,  puppeteers,  magicians, 
mimes,  painters,  tap  dancers, 
jazz,  folk  and  classical 
musicians  and  poets. 

Some  of  the  pavement 
performers  are  students  of 
political  science,  economics 
and  history.  Others  are 
unemployed  professional 
artists  who  find  street 
entertaining  good  for  picking 
up  business  contacts.  Most 
street  performers  say  they  earn 
their  living  through  the 
sidewalk  shows.  But  some  are 
there  to  supplement  other 
incomes  or  to  entertain  just 
for  the  fun  of  it. 

“We  just  did  it  for  fun 
because  we  liked  the  music 
and  wanted  to  do  it  in  the 
streets;  that’s  how  this  music 
originated,”  said  Sue  Dent  of 
the  ,  Merrie  England  Madrigal 
Singers  in  San  Francisco.  Miss 
Dent,  22,  a  music  student  at 
Chabot  College  in  Hayward, 
Calif.,  said  the  group  collects 
about  $10  per  hour  on 
weekends.

Every  time  BYU  and  Utah 
State  meet  on  the  gridiron  it’s 
not  just  another  game  between 
old  interstate  rivdls. 

Saturday  night  at  7:30  p.m. 
in  Cougar  Stadium  the  Cats 


and  the  Aggies  clash,  and  two 
things  will  be  at  stake  when 
they  do— the  Beehive  Boot,  the 
symbol  of  supremacy  in  Utah 
college  football,  and  the 
Wagon  Wheel,  initiated  in 
1948  as  the  game  trophy  of 
the  Aggie-Cougar  series.  USU 
currently  has  both  the  boot 


and  the  wheel  in  their 
possession,  and,  in  fact,  they 
have  won  the  two  recognitions 
the  last  three  years  in  a  row. 

The  battle  for  the  boot 
begins  when  BYU  and  USU 
take  to  the  field  tomorrow 
night.  The  Aggies  have  won 
this  mythical  state  title  all 
three  years  it  has  been 
awarded.  In  doing  that, 
they’ve  beaten  the  Cougars 
three  years  running  and  10  of 
the  past  1 4  seasons. 

Controversy  surrounds  boot 

However,  a  great  deal  of 
controversy  surrounded  the 
1973  boot  because  both 
schools  had  identical  2-1  state 
records.  To  the  chagrin  of 
Coach  LaVell  Edwards,  the 
Utah  news  media  awarded  the 
boot  to  Utah  State. 

Edwards  felt  the  Cats 
deserved  the  honor  by  virtue 
of  their  one-sided  victories 
over  Utah  46-22  and  Weber 
State  45-14.  The  Aggies  barely 
beat  Weber  10-3  and  were 
edged  by  Utah  31-28.  Edwards 
said  he  hopes  to  win  the  boot 
outright  this  year  and  leave  no 
doubt  as  to  who  is  the  rightful 
winner. 

The  Cats  and  the  Ags  began 
their  seasons  last  weekend  as 
BYU  was  upset  by  Hawaii 
15-13  and  Utah  State  defeated 
Wyoming  17-7.  In  evaluating 
the  Hawaii  game,  Edwards 
said,  “We  were  disappointed 
with  the  outcome  but  there 
were  a  lot  of  bright  spots. 

Defense  played  well 

“Our  defense  played 
excellent  ball,  our  running 
attack  was  stronger  than  we 
anticipated  and  our  line 
blocking  was  good,”  he 
explained.  The  coach  was 
particularly  pleased  with  the 
performances  of  sophomores 
Jeff  Blanc  and  Craig 
VanLeeuwen  and  freshman 
fullback  Todd  Christensen. 

In  retrospect,  Edwards, 
looking  toward  the  USU  game, 
said,  “We  definitely  have  to 
reduce  our  errors  because  we 
would  have  beaten  Hawaii 
easily  if  it  hadn’t  been  for  our 
mistakes.” 

Aggie  Head  Coach  Phil 
Krueger,  speaking  on  BYU’s 
game  against  Hawaii  said, 
“Their  game  can’t  be  used  as 
an  indication  of  how  strong 
BYU  is.” 

Krueger  gives  thoughts 

Krueger  had  these  thoughts 
on  tHe'Cbugaf  'SfacK7'“We  feel 
BYU  is  an  outstanding 
defensive  team,  one  of  the  two 
or  three  best  we’ll  play.  In 
fact,  we  may  have  our  two 
biggest  tests  offensively  the 
next  two  weeks  in  playing 
BYU  and  Oklahoma. 

“Both  are  solid  defensive 
clubs.

Rebels  in  51-14  opener 


The  BYU  Jayvee  football  team  opened  its 
season  in  great  fashion  with  a  convincing  51-14 
triumph  over  Dixie  College  of  St.  George 
Thursday  afternoon  in  Cougar  Stadium. 

The  Rebels  jumped  off  to  an  early  7-3  lead  as 
running  back  Kirk  Topham  scored  on  a 
one-yard  run  with  1 : 19  left  in  the  first  quarter. 
With  1 :40  remaining  in  the  first  half,  Kitten 
John  Van  Der  Wouden  returned  a  punt  64 
yards  for  a  touchdown  to  give  BYU  a  slim  10-7 
halftime  margin  going  into  the  locker  room. 

BYU’s  offensive  machine  gained  momentum 
in  the  early  moments  of  the  third  quarter  as 
tailback  Dan  Van  Valkenburg  raced  around  left 
end  for  a  nine-yard  score. 

With  2:21  left  in  the  quarter  fullback  John 
McCorquindale  scored  on  a  brilliant  64-yard 
run  down  the  left  sidelines.  The  Kittens 
powered  ahead  at  this  point  31-7. 

Seconds  after  the  final  quarter  began  a 
56-yard  pass  play  from  Kitten  quarterback  Jeff 
Duva  to  tight  end  Tod  Tompson  set  the  stage 
for  running  back  Larry  Kemp’s  nine-yard 


touchdown.  With  the  score  38-7,  Duva  hit 
flanker  Sterling  Richards  on  a  four-yard  scoring 

With  2:34  remaining  in  the  game,  Dixie 
scored  on  an  80-yard  pass  play  to  break  a 
scoring  dry  spell. 

In  terms  of  overall  game  statistics,  the 
Kittens  completely  donimated  the  field  as  they 
racked  up  a  total  of  504  offensive  yards— 339 
yards  rushing  and  165  yards  passing.  In 
addition,  they  had  21  first  downs  compared  to 
Dixie’s  10. 

The  Rebels’  much-heralded  passing  attack, 
led  by  quarterback  Lynn  Lewis,  rolled  up  266 
yards.  However,  Lewis  and  reserve  Mark 
Ferrario  managed  only  10  completions  in  30 
attempts. 

Dixie  was  totally  held  down  on  the  ground  as 
they  gained  an  enemic  64-yards  rushing. 

Next  week  BYU  Jayvees  travel  to  Rexburg, 
Idaho  to  tangle  with  Ricks  College.  The 
Kittens’  next  home  game  will  be  Oct.  4  with 
Snow  College.

I  am  very  grateful  indeed  for  this 
recognition.  Thank  you  for  the 
Exemplary  Manhood  Award. 

I  recognized  as  you  stood  and  sang  “We 
Thank  Thee,  O  God  for  a  Prophet”  as  I 
came  into  this  building  this  morning  that 
you  are  here  to  recognize  the  leadership 
of  the  Church  you  love  so  much  and  not 
me  personally.  I  accept  your  tribute  in 
that  vein.  This  is  a  very  kind 
remembrance,  and  I’ll  try  to  continue  to 
use  it  and  profit  by  it.  Thank  you  very 

My  beloved  brothers  and  sisters,  young 
and  older,  it  is  a  real  privilege  to  meet 
with  you  on  this  occasion  in  this  great 
edifice.  I  do  appreciate  more  than  I  can 
tell  you,  your  presence  and  your  interest 
and  your  support,  which  I  feel  very 
keenly. 

A  famous  sculptor  once  said  that  there 
was  nothing  to  art  except  just  cutting 
away  the  marble  that  he  didn’t  want 
there.  There’s  nothing  to  attaining 
perfection  either,  except  removing  all  the 
obstacles  and  the  obstructions  which 
defame  or  pollute  it.  We  are  on  the  road 
to  perfection. 

In  one  of  the  Lord’s  first  sermons  was 
the  injunction  to  become  perfect:  “Be  ye 
therefore  perfect,”  he  said,  “even  as  your 
Father  which  is  in  heaven  is  perfect 
(Mathew  5:48). 

As  we  speak  of  perfection,  there  is 
much  to  consider.  One  must  be  the  soul 
of  honor,  full  of  integrity,  and  above 
reproach.  One  must  be  true  to  himself, 
and,  being  thus,  he  cannot  then  be  false 
to  any  man.  We  have  made  promises  and 
covenants.  The  Lord  has  said,  “I,  the 
Lord,  am  bound  when  ye  do  what  I  say; 
but  when  ye  do  hot  what  I  say,  ye  have 
no  promise  ”  (D&C  82: 10). 

On  the  Los  Angeles  City  Hall  I  once 
read  this:  “He  who  violates  his  oath 
profains  the  divinity  of  faith  itself.”  And 
again,  we  have  from  our  Holy  Bible: 
“When  thou  vowest  a  vow  unto  God, 
defer  not  to  pay  it,  for  ye  hath  no 
pleasure  in  fools:  pay  that  which  thou 
hast  vowed.  Better  is  it  that  thou 
shouldest  not  vow,  than  that  thou 
shouldest  vow  and  not  pay”  (Ecclesiastes 
5:4-5).  Now  listen  to  the  profound 
Moses:  “If  a  man  vow  a  vow  unto  the 
Lord,  or  swear  an  oath  to  bind  his  soul 
with  a  bond ;  he  shall  not  break  his  word, 
he  shall  do  according  to  all  that 
proceedeth  out  of  his  mouth”  (Numbers 
30:2). 

It  is  my  understanding  that  when  one  is 
called  to  the  witness  stand  in  a  court  of 
law  he  is  required  to  accept  this 
statement:  “You  do  solemnly  swear  that 
the  testimony  you.  are  about  to  give  in 
the  matter  pending  before  this  court  shall 
be  the  truth,  the  whole  truth,  and 
nothing  but  the  truth,  so  help  you  God.” 
The  witness  has  his  right  hand  to  the 
square,  and  in  some  instances,  some 
states,  he  will  probably  have  his  left  hand 
on  the  Holy  Bible,  which  is  a  symbol  of 
truth  and  holiness.  Should  his  testimony 
be  found  to  be  untruthful,  he  lays  himself 
liable  for  the  penalties  of  the  court. 

It  is  my  understanding  that  each 
student  who  enrolls  in  this  great 
institution  understands  before  coming 
here  what  the  rules  and  regulations  are, 
and  he  or  she  signs  the  enrollment  sheet 
with  a  firm  promise  to  obey  those  rules 
and  regulations.  There  is  no  argument.  It 
is  definite  and  firm.  Each  student 
approaches  the  University  on  his  own 
volition.  There  is  no  compulsion. 

There  are  many  other  universities  in  the 


President  Kimball  speaks  at  devotional 


land,  some  of  which  have  far  less 
stringent  regulations.  Every  student 
should  consider  this  well;  if  he  objects  to 
the  rules  and  is  unwilling  to  follow  them, 
he  should  look  elsewhere.  If  the  location, 
the  faculty,  the  courses,  the  leadership, 
and  all  other  conditions  are  agreeable  to 
him,  he  should  weigh  the  circumstances 
carefully,  then  sign  the  pledge  or  oath  or 
promise  only  if  willing  to  observe  it 
strictly.  He  is  most  untrue  to  himself  and 
to  the  institution  to  sign  and  then 
default. 

When  we  enroll  in  this  institution  we 
accept  the  standards  not  for  the 
registration  day  only.  They  are  to  be 
effective  so  long  as  we  retain  a  place  in 
the  student  body  of  this  institution.  It  is 
not  a  matter  of  whether  or  not  one  is 
totally  converted  to  the  rule.  He  or  she 
has  accepted  the  standards,  whatever  they 
be.  We  note  that  we  signed  this:  “I 
hereby  commit  myself  to  conduct  my 
personal  life  consistent  with  the  standards 
of  Christian  living  on  and  off  campus,  and 
I  adhere  to  the  code  of  honor  and  dress 
and  grooming  standards.”  If  I  could  not 
agree  with  the  rules  of  BYU,  I  would 
hand  back  the  enrollment  sheet  and  say, 
“No,  since  I  cannot  agree  and  since  I 
intend  not  to  live  the  rules,  therefore  I 
will  not  pledge  something  that  I  will  not 
do”,  of  “I  have  decided  to  wear 
immodest  dresses.  Therefore,  I  will  find  a 
school  which  will  accept  my  standards”, 
or  “I  will  not  keep  the  law  of  chastity. 
Therefore,  I  will  seek  a  school  which  does 
not  require  me  to  so  pledge.  I  will, 
therefore,  not  enroll.  I  will  not  sign  to  do 
one  thing  and  then  do  another.” 

I  know  one  man  who  nearly  moved 
heaven  and  earth  to  get  a  position  on  this 
faculty,  and  then-having  accepted  the 
position,  the  salary,  the  requirements— he 
began  at  once  fighting  the  rules, 
complaining  at  the  salary  criticizing  the 
leadership  and  the  program.  To  me,  he 
was  not  only  unfair,  but  also  immoral. 

Again,  we  return  to  the  voice  of  the 
prophets:  “When  thou  shalt  vow  a  vow 
unto  the  Lord  thy  God,  thou  shalt  not 
slack  to  pay  it:  for  the  Lord  they  God 
will  surely  require  it  of  thee;  and  it  would 
be  sin  in  thee”  (Deuteronomy  23:21). 
Remember  that  the  Lord  extended  to 
man  his  free  agency.  He  told  Enoch, 
“Behold  these  thy  brethren;  they  are  the 
workmanship  of  mine  own  hands,  and  I 
gave  unto  them  their  knowledge,  in  the 


day  I  created  them;  and  in  the  Garden  of 
Eden,  gave  I  unto  man  his  agency” 
(Moses  7:32).  Then  again:  “For  I,  the 
Lord,  have  decreed  in  my  heart,  that 
inasmuch  as  any  man  belonging  to  the 
order  shall  be  found  a  transgressor,  or,  in 
other  words,  shall  break  the  covenant 
with  which  ye  are  bound,  he  shall  be 
cursed  in  his  life,  and  shall  be  trodden 
down  by  whom  I  will;  For  I,  the  Lord, 
am  not  to  be  mocked  in  these  things” 
(D&C  104:5-6). 

It’s  always  refreshing  to  read  the  words 
of  Brigham  Young,  who  seemed  always  to 
hit  the  nail  on  the  head.  Listen  to  him. 
He  is  sharp  and  pointed.  He  says,  “When 
you  raise  your  hands  to  heaven  and  let 
them  fall,  then  pass  onward,  your 
covenants  unfulfilled,  you  will  be 
cursed.”  I  feel  sometimes  like  severely 
lecturing  men  and  women  who  enter  into 
covenants  without  realizing  the  nature  of 
the  covenants  they  make  and  who  use 
little  or  no  effort  to  fulfill  them.  With 
agency  one  can  murder,  commit  all  the 
moral,  sexual  sins,  steal,  lie,  use  drugs,  be 
unkind;  one  may  hate,  envy,  swear,  or  do 
whatever  he  would  like.  One  can  hate,  or 
one  can  love.  One  can  curse,  or  one  can 
bless.  One  can  live  in  loneliness,  or  one 
can  be  promiscuous.  One  can  help  and 
assist,  or  one  can  hinder.  One  can 
blaspheme,  or  one  can  honor  and  bless 
and  pray.  One  can  believe  in  himself,  or 
he  can  believe  in  an  overall  omniscient 
Being.  One  can  do  as  he  pleases.  Free 
agency  is  his.  Or  one  can  live  his  life  with 
the  great  Redeemer  as  the  center  of  his

One  can  touch  a  hot  wire,  but  he 
cannot  stave  off  the  certain  death  that 
results.  One  can  step  in  front  of  a 
powerful  oncoming  train,  but  he  cannot 
set  aside  the  mangling  that  will  follow. 


those  of  the  Lord.  He  was  chastised 
severely  by  the  prophet  Samuel.  He 
brought  forth  this  powerful  lesson:  “Hath 
the  Lord  as  great  delight  in  burnt 
offerings  and  sacrifices,  as  in  obeying  the 
voice  of  the  Lord?  Behold,  to  obey  is 
betten  than  sacrifice,  and  to  hearken 
thatn  the  fat  of  rams.  For  rebellion  is  as 
the  sin  of  witchcraft,  and  stubbornness  is 
as  iniquity  and  idolatry”  (1  Samuel 
15:22-23). 

Now,  while  we  are  speaking  of  these 
fads  and  styles,  may  I  say  that  it  is  hard 
for  me  to  understand  why  men  wish  to 
resemble  women  and  why  women  desire 
to  ape  the  men.  The  Lord  said,  “And  I, 
God,  created  man  in  mine  own  image,  in 
the  image  of  mine  Only  Begotten  created 
I  him;  male  and  female  created  I  them” 
(Moses  2:27).  Man  should  be  productive: 
“In  the  sweat  of  thy  face  shalt  thou  eat 
bread,  till  thou  return  unto  the  ground” 
(Genesis  3:19),  he  was  told.  And  unto  the 
woman  the  voice  of  the  Lord  was  saying, 
‘‘In  sorrow  [or  pain  or  distress  or 


;  just- futile.  One  should  have  a 
destination  and  a  goal  to  reach.  One 
should  determine  what  he  wants  out  of 
life  and  then  bend  every  effort  toward 
reaching  that  goal.  He  must  realize  that 
life  is  more  than  meat  and  drink  and  fun 
and  fortune.  However,  it  is  often  easy  for 
us  as  young1  people  to  follow  the  lines  of 
least  resistance,  as  did  the  Nephites,  who 
on  the  eve  of  their  destruction  were 
found  to  be  “even  as  chaff  is  driven 
before  the  wind,  or  as  a  vessel  is  tossed 
about  upon  the  waves,  without  sail  or 
anchor,  or  without  anything  wherewith 
to  steer  her”  (Mormon  5:18). 


"Perfection  is  a  long  hard  journey  with  many 
pitfalls.  It's  not  attainable  overnight.  Eternal 
vigilance  is  required  in  the  subduing  of  enemies 
and  of  becoming  the  master  of  one's  self." 


One  can  jump  from  a  skyscraper,  but  he 
cannot  control  the  results  and  save  his 
body  from  the  crushing  effects  of  the  fall 
and  of  the  abrupt  contact  with  the  hard 
pavement  below. 

I  think  of  young  people  who  have 
graduated  from  high  school  and  are  ready 
to  enter  the  university  as  sane  young 
folks  who  are  approaching  maturity.  If 
they  are  mature,  then  they  sould  not  ever 
need  to  be  reminded  what  is  right  and 
what  is  wrong  and  what  they  have 
covenanted  to  do.  It  would  certainly 
show  immaturity  if  a  students  should 
need  to  be  reminded.  Surely  it  would  be 
sad  if  grown  young  people  could  not 
remember  their  vows.  For  a  young 
woman  to  wear  short  skirts* or  other 
immodest  wear  when  she  had  covenanted 
otherwise  would  not  be  a  matter  of 
cleverness  in  escaping  detection  but  a 
definite  blot  on  her  character— a  blot  not 
easily  erased,  for  it  would  remain  to  come 
into  focus  numerous  times  in  her  life. 
Should  any  young  man  promise  a  certain 
performance  in  clothes  or  hair  or 
behavior  and  then  evade  those 
restrictions,  certainly  his  error  is 
deep-seated  and  is  not  just  a  difference  of 
opinion.  It  is  nothing  to  joke  about;  it  is  a 
black  mark  on  his  character.  The 
scripture  says  it  is  a  sin  when  a  man  so 
violates  his  vow.  How  can  any  young 
person  rationalize  breaking  his  covenant? 

Why  did  devotees  of  female-styled  hair 
for  men  struggle  so  fiercly  to  encourage  a 
natural  adornment?  “Doth  not  even 
nature  itself  teach  you,”  Paul  asked  “that 
if  a  man  have  long  hair,  it  is  a  shame  unto 
him?”  (1  Corinthians  11:14).  And  the 
same  Paul  said,  “But  if  a  woman  have 
long  hair,  it  is  a  glory  to  her:  for  her  hair 
is  given  her  for  a  covering”  (1  Corinthians 
11:15).  Not  all  men  whose  hair  is  tossed 
back  and  forth  are  effeminate,  but  surely 
there  is  some  question  about  it.  How  far, 
we  wonder,  will  men  and  women  go  to 
pay  ovations  to  the  god  of  style?  Will 
men  wear  rings  in  their  noses  when  style 
dictates?  Will  young  people  still  fall  prey 
to  their  god  of  style,  which  they  worship? 
“Everybody  does  it.” 

Tell  me:  is  it  not  true  that  the  dress  and 
grooming  paint  an  immediate  picture  and 
classify  a  person?  The  famous  Jerry 
Reuben  said  young  kids  identify  short 
hair  with  authority,  discipline, 
unhappiness,  boredom,  hatred  of  life  and 
long  hair  with  just  letting  go.  Wherever 
we  go,  our  hair  tells  people  where  we 
stand  on  Vietnam,  lawless  campus 
destruction’s,  and  drugs.  We’re  living  TV 
commercials  for  the  revolution.  Long  hair 
is  the  beginning  of  our  liberation  from 
sexual  oppression.  What  group  do  you 
wish  to  follow  and  with  which  group  do 
you  wish  to  identify?  Will  you  turn  down 
authority  and  discipline  and  rebel  against 
everything  that  is  right?  Do  you  wish  to 
be  classes  with  men  who  look  manly  or 
men  who  look  effeminate? 

Now  beloved  youth,  we  love  you.  We 
believe  you  are  strong  enough  and  smart 
enough  to  do  as  you  wish;  buck  all  the 
conventions;  rebel  at  all  disciplined 
authority.  But  remember,  others  have 
learned  their  lessons  early  in  their  lives 
and  profited  thereby:  “Be  ye  perfect, 
even  as  your  Father  in  heaven  is  perfect,” 
says  the  divine  authority. 

Do  you  remember  the  story  of  Saul, 
the  king  of  Israel?  Saul  had  rationalized 
that  his  own  judgments  were  superior  to 


waiting]  thou  shalt  bring  forth  children; 
and  thy  desire  shall  be  to  thy  husband, 
and  he  shall  rule  over  thee”  (Genesis 
3:16)— or,  I  like  the  term  “preside  over 
thee.” 

Then  we’re  appalled  to  find  an 
increasing  number  of  women  who  want 
to  be  sexually  men  and  many  young  men 
who  wish  to  be  sexually  women.  What  a 
travesty.  I  tell  you  that,  as  surely  as  they 
live,  such  people  will  regret  having  made 
overtures  toward  the  changing  of  their 
sex.  Do  they  know  better  than  God  what 
is  right  and  best  for  them? 

It  is  wise  for  every  young  woman  to  be 
grateful  for  her  womanhood  and  her 
privilege  to  create  mortal  tabernacles  with 
her  husband  for  spirit  children  of  the 
eternal  God.  To  be  a  mother,  to  be  a  wife 
of  a  good  man— what  a  great  joy!  While 
she  is  waiting  for  that  holy,  sacred  hour, 
let  her  be  happy  and  content  to  develop 
her  mind  and  accumulate  knowledge  and 
prepare  herself  emotionally  and 
spiritually  for  the  happy  times. 

For  the  young  man— his  education  is 
important,  his  missions  vital,  but  his 
proper  marriage  and  his  proper  life 
essential  to  being  a  righteous  father  and 
properly  providing  for  and  giving 
leadership  to  a  family.  That  is 
wonderful-a  wonderful  role  in  life  to 
play. 

Let  me  say  then  that  perfection  is  still 
our  goal.  It .  is  reached  by  climbing 
steadily  upward,  controlling  all  our 
desires,  impulses,  and  urges.  It  is  possible. 
Remember  that  the  Lord  gave  us 


Paul  indicated  that  all  could  attain 
perfection.  The  fact  that  most  of  us  are 
far  from  perfection  is  not  to  say  we  can’t, 
but  we  don’t.  Christ  became  perfect.  He 
overcame.  He  suffered  hunger,  thirst, 
cold,  heat,  pain,  sorrow,  and  all  that  life 
has  to  offer  in  suffering.  Each  time  he 
overcame,  he  became  more  nearly 
perfect.  Paul  says,  “And  being  made 
perfect,  he  became  the  author  of  eternal 
salvation  unto  all  them  that  obey  him” 
(Hebrews  5:9).  “For  it  became  him,  for 
whom  are  all  things,  and  by  whom  are  all 
things,  to  bringing  many  sons  unto  glory, 
to  make  the  captain  of  their  salvation 
perfect  through  sufferings”  (Hebrews 
2:10).  Perfection  is  a  long  hard  journey 
with  many  pitfalls.  It’s  not  attainable 
overnight.  Eternal  vigilance  is  the  price  of 
victory.  Eternal  vigilance  is  required  in 
the  subduing  of  enemies  and  in  becoming 
the  master  of  oneself.  It  cannot  be 
accomplished  in  little  spurts  and 
disconnected  efforts.  There  must  be 
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living-righteous  living.  The  glory  of  the 
Lord  can  be  had  only  through  this  correct 
and  worthy  marriage  and  living  a  clean, 
worthy  life. 


"Each  person  must  keep  himself  clean  and  free 
from  lust.  He  must  shun  the  ugly  polluted 
thoughts  and  acts  as  he  would  an  enemy." 


Abraham  as  an  example  and  quoted  him 
often:  “Abraham  received  all  things, 
whatsoever  he  received,  by  revelation  and 
commandment;  by  mo  word,  saith  the 
Lord,  and  hath  entered  into  his  exaltation 
and  sitteth  upon  his  throne”  (D&C 
132:29).  This  is  not  a  promise;  it  is  a 
reality.  “Go  ye,  therefore,  and  do  the 
works  of  Abraham;  enter  ye  into  my  law 
and  ye  shall  be  saved”  (D&C  132:32). 

I  am  shocked  frequently  to  see  people 
who  wear  the  worst  they  possess  instead 
of  their  best.  Grubby  clothes  certainly 
have  some  relationship  to  grubby  people. 
There  is  something  uplifting  when  people 
dress  up  and  attempt  to  be  seen  at  their 
best. 

Again,  as  we  enroll  in  the  University, 
we  covenant,  as  stated  before,  “I  hereby 
pledge  to  conduct  my  personal  life 
consistent  With  the  Christian  living  taught 
by  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints  both  on  and  off 
campus.”  When  one  breaks  the  law  of  the 
Word  of  Wisdom,  the  law  of  chastity  in 
any  form,  the  law  of  the  Sabbath,  or  any 
of  the  other  laws  of  the  Church,  he  or  she 
violates  the  covenant  made.  Certainly  this 
is  a  difficult  role  to  play  and  a  difficult 
goal  to  attain,  but  the  path  has  been 
charted  and  the  way  has  been  found.  Man 
is  left  without  excuse  if  he  does  not 
follow  it. 

During  our  youth  and  young  maturity 
time  flies  with  great  speed.  To  travel 


mediocrity,  failure*  and  even  weakness 
and  criminality  are  certainly  misguided. 
Surely  the  environmental  conditions 
found  in  childhood  and  youth  are  an 
influence  of  power.  But  the  fact  remains 
that  every  normal  soul  has  its  free  agency 
and  the  power  to  row  against  the  current 
and  to  lift  himself  to  new  plains  of 
activity  and  thought  and  development. 
Man  can  transform  himself.  Man  must 
transform  himself.  Abaraham  did.  He 
came  out  of  an  idol-worshiping  family; 
yet  he  headed  a  dispensation  of 
worshipers  of  the  true  and  living  God. 
Moses  was  born  to  poverty  and  slavery, 
was  reared  in  luxury  and  court  honors, 
and  had  great  opportunities.  He  came  to 
the  heights  which  man  can  attain  and 
walked  and  talked  with  God.  Saul  of 
Tarsus  was  born  and  reared  and  trained, 
and  he  completely  transformed  himself 
and  became  an  apostle  of  God.  Saul,  the 
king  of  Israel,  came  of  humble  birth,  and 
when  Samuel  had  dealt  with  him  and 
anointed  him  and  trained  him,  he  became 
another  person.  God  gave  him  another 
heart  and  turned  him  into  another  man. 


Arnold  Bennett  is  quoted  as  saying, 
“The  real  tragedy  is  the  tragedy  of  a  man 
who  never  in  his  life  braces  himself  for  his 
one  supreme  effort,  who  never  stretches 
to  his  full  capacity,  never  stands  up  to  his 
full  stature.  To  lie  down  and  moan  and 
whine  about  limited  opportunities  is  the 


part  of  weaklings.  To  gras 
opportunities  at  hand  and  walk  forij ) 
the  way  of  the  strong.” 
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To  the  Corinthians  Paul  said  this; 
every  man  that  striveth  for  the  masj 
temperate  in  all  things.  Now  they  di 
obtain  a  corruptible  crown;  but 
incorruptible”  (1  Corinthians 
Self-mastery,  then,  is  the  key,  an 
person  should  study  his  own  life,  hi 
desires  and  wants  and  cravings,  and 
them  under  control. 
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Man  can  transform  himself  an 
must.  Man  has  in  himself  the  see 
godhood,  which  can  germinate  and 
and  develop.
